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King George’s Hobby 
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Reprinted from the New York Sun 


Some very interesting information relative to the deep interest 
in stamps, shown by the present King of England, is given in an 
article that is sent by one of our readers, a clipping from the New 
While some of the information is not new, 
worthy of printing and believe that our readers will enjoy it as much 
as did the Editor. 
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NG GEORGE, who 
possesses one of 
the finest collections 
of stamps in _ the 
world, has just made 
another important 
acquisition, on this 
occasion a collection of Australian 

commonwealth stamps formed by 

J. R. W. Purves, of Melbourne. The 

price paid is said to be in the 

neighborhood of $10,000. 

The King’s collection, which is 
housed in a special room in Buck- 
ingham Palace, is estimated to be 
worth between $500,000 and $600,- 
000. Stamp collecting is as much a 

hobby with him today as it was 
when he was a young boy. When 
in residence at Buckingham Palace 
he spends several hours weekly in 
the examination of the treasures 
contained in his collection. He is 
also nearly always an _ exhibitor 
at important philatelic shows. 

He is' particularly interested 
in stamps of the old Australian 
colonies and possesses examples of 
such rarities as the four-penny 
Western Australia with the swan 
inverted, and the four-penny of the 
same type with the name “Aus- 
tralia” in half-sized letters. Only 
two copies of the latter are known. 
Among South Australians he has 
the rare four-penny ultramarine 
error unused, and of the Victoria 
he has two unused copies of the 
six-penny orange with “beaded 
oval.” He sets much store by his 
“Sydney Views” of New South 
Wales and his New Zealand collec- 
tion is reckoned as the most com- 
plete in existence. 





Many of the Australian stamps 
in his famous collection were ac- 
quired by him when on visits to 
the Antipodes. In 1901, when on 
a visit to Perth, Western Australia, 
he personally made researches into 
the records of the early litho- 
graphed stamps of the colony, par- 
ticularly the two-penny  brown- 
black on red paper and the six- 
penny bronze. It was found, much 
to his and others’ amazement, that 
the lithographic stone used for 
printing the six-penny bronze of 
1857 was still in existence. It was 
being used as a doorstep in the of-

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fice of the Postmaster-General. The 
stone was quickly removed and 
cleaned. Three prints were taken, 
but only the first impression was 
perfect, as the stone cracked when 
the proofs were being pulled. A 
first impression as well as one 
showing the defect were presented 
to the royal philatelist. 

During his reign King George 
has seen his head removd from the 
stamps used in the Irish Free 
State. He has followed the keen 
controversy over some of the latest 
stamps issued in the United King- 
dom, which some critics say are 


among the worst modern produc- 
tions in Europe. 

His stamp hobby has_ brought 
him into touch or communication 
with some of his humblest subjects. 
On one occasion he did a bit of 
stamp swapping with a disabled 
soldier, ex-Sergt. F. W. J. Winter. 
The King came across the sergeant 
in Windsor Park. Winter, an en- 
thusiastic collector, and knowing 
that the sovereign was one also, 
asked the King if he would accept 
a halfpenny stamp which has the 
watermark placed sideways. The 
offer was accepted, but only after 
the royal collector had ascertained 
that the sergeant passessed two 
such stamps. Shortly afterward 
the sergeant received the follow- 
ing letter from the sovereign’s sec- 
retary: 

“Dear Sir—The King wishes me 
to say that he was pleased to see 
you and that he has placed the 
used halfpenny stamp with the 
watermark sideways in his collec- 
tion with an unused pair of this 
variety which he already has. 

“As you are a philatelist his Ma- 
jesty hopes that you may find the 
inclosed stamps of some use for 
your own collection.” 

Among the stamps sent to the 
soldier were one ten-shilling, two 
pairs of two-shilling, one five-shil- 
ling, a two-penny and a one-penny 
of the late King Edward issue. 

Anything interesting printed 
about stamp collections or sales is 
always brought to the King’s at- 
tention by his secretaries. He is 
recognized today as an outstand- 
ing authority on the subject. 
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UNITED STATES 

The new Graf Zeppelin stamps 
were issued on schedule and they 
are a credit to the P. O. Depart- 
ment. The stamps are of the same 
size as the current issue airmail 
stamp with the border design the 
same for each. At the top in a 
straight line is “GRAF ZEPPE- 
LIN” with the words “EUROPE 
PAN AMERICAN FLIGHT” di- 
rectly beneath. At the bottom in 
a dark panel will be “UNITED 
STATES POSTAGE” and within 
circles in both lower corners, the 
numerals of value. 65c green, 
central design showing the Graf 
Zeppelin in a flight across the At- 
lantic Ocean in an eastward direc- 
tion. $1.30 brown, the airship is 
similarly shown, sailing westward 
with a partial outline of the east- 
ern and western continents on 
either side. $2.60 blue, shows the 
airship emerging from the clouds 
passing a globe representing the 
earth and traveling toward the 
west. 

The issue is limited to 1,000,000 
copies of each denomination and 
will remain on sale until the de- 
parture of the Graf Zeppelin on its 
return flight. 

They are printed in sheets of 200 
with guide arrows at the top, bot- 
tom, left and right. The $2.60 can 
be found in blue and pale blue.

FAKE LIBERTY 1'2,¢ COILS 
BEWARE OF COUNTERFEITS 





The editor of this department 
has just examined two copies of 
the “Liberty” 1c coil which were 
unquestionably counterfeit. When 
compared with the genuine article, 
they showed a very good job as far 
as the letters of “LIBERTY” and 
“MO.” were concerned; but the 
bars were not the right size and 
shape, and were too far apart. 
However, the most telltale part 
of the spurious cancellation on this 
$50 catalog value item (and worth 
$60 to $75 net.) was the ink, which 
was a dull, lustreless grayish black 
instead of the glossy full-black ink 
found on the genuine Liberty’s and 
on all other Bureaus. 

Collectors are urged to beware 
of these counterfeits, both on the 
le and 11'%c Liberty’s, and if they 
have been purchased or obtained 
during the past few months, to 
ascertain whether or not they are 
the genuine article, so that proper 
adjustments may be made before 
it is too late.

A late wrapper from this 
magazine to show that the sender 
is a paid-up subscriber, or the cash 
for one year’s subscription, must 
accompany the stamps sent for 
identification. Otherwise a profes- 
sional charge will be made for the 
service, unless the sender already 
has business relations with Mr. 
Lampson. Naturally, all stamps 
should be sent REGISTERED, with 
20c postage enclosed without fail 
for return registration. 

A word to the wise is, or should 
be, sufficient. Readers of Linn’s 
will hear more about this matter, 
as every effort will be made to 
trace the counterfeits to their 
source, and to give complete and 
reliable information to all buro- 
print collectors. This is a very 
serious matter for those respons- 
ible, for Uncle Sam no doubt will 
prosecute those knowingly involved 
on two counts: 1. counterfeiting; 
2. using the mails to defraud col- 
lectors who buy the stamps.

JUST A FALSE ALARM 





Just at about the time we were 
finding life interesting through the 
discovery of the counterfeit Liber- 
ty 1c coils, word came to us from 
Mr. Thresher of Kansas City and 
from Dr. Mitchell of Berkeley that 
LIBERTY, MO., the most spectac- 
ular Buroprint town, HAD RE- 
ORDERED THE 1c AND 1%e 
COILS, and had also included an 
order for the 2c coil, to take care of 


the postal demands of a chick 
hatchery located near that city. 
However, about two days later 


news came denying the report, and 
stating that the town had only 
ordered a supply of the three coils 
NOT precancelled. That was quite 
a relief. It would have been just 
too bad, otherwise, for those who 
had paid big money for their 
copies. 


POSSIBILITY OF MORE 
OLD TYPES 





Mr. E. S. Thresher talks inter- 
estingly, in a recent issue of The 
Precancel Bee, on the possibility 
of more old type buros appearing: 

“T cannot help speculating about 
the possibilities of Old Types ap- 
pearing on new issues, if they, the 
new buros, come within the next 
few months. A check of the cities 
which have used Old Type buros 
shows the following facts: 

“There are 14 cities that have 
used Old Type perf. 10x10 and 
compound (11x10%) — ordinaries 
from which no New Type ordi- 
naries have appeared. 

“Six cities have used Old Type 
perf. 10x10 ordinaries, but no com- 
pound or new type. 

“Two cities have used the old 
type compound, but no new type 
yet. 

“Seventy cities have used the old 
type coil, with no new type yet. 

“Of course these numbers may 
be reduced even before this ap- 
pears in print, and will be reduced 
materially in the near future, but 
there undoubtedly are some of 
them that will never appear with 
the new type.” 


NEWS NOTES AND

Lee R. Clore, of Texas, who is a 
loyal and frequent contributor to 
this page, shows us two copies of 
the le ordinary new small type 
New York, one of which is normal, 
and the other showing the spacing 
of the bars about % mm. wider, 
with the letters of “NEW” stretch- 
ed about 1% mm. taller than us- 
ual. This freak was no doubt 
caused by the slipping of the paper 
on the rotary press. 


LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Mr. Clore writes in to ask us, 
“Please tell me why the rarity of 
the Liberty 1%c coil. Thanks.” 
It’s a long story about a short is- 
sue of stamps, and the editor of 
this department would appreciate 
an accurate statement of the de- 
tails of the Liberty case from some 
reader who has the facts. (Does 
Mr. Thresher speak up?) a reliable 
letter of from 200 to 300 words on 
the subject will be appreciated. 

C. C. Weber, of Ohio, writes us: 
“Regarding the Providence, R. I 
old type (ordinaries, we suppose) 
with the blasted final ‘e’ in Provi- 
dence, it looks something like a 
pair of parentheses laid horizont- 
ally one above the other. It has 
been turning up consistently, but 
not plentifully. ...As for the 
old type Cleveland coil with the 
broken top bar, I have the 2c val- 
ue and have seen the 1, 1%4c, and 
3c... I find that buros run pretty 
true and I have gone in for appar- 
ent misprints, and have had a great 
deal of fun with them. I have 
headed a few album sheets with 
‘Misprints’ (imaginary and other- 
wise.) Friend Maynard of The At- 
tic calls it the ‘Hospital’. I have 
some queer things: whenever H 
and I come side by side in the B-Il’s 
and the cross bar of the H fails to 
print, you have something like 
‘IIT’. Then when the cross bar of 
the B fails, you get a sort of D. 
And quite frequently you see a K 
looking like a healthy X. I have 
many faint printings and some 
smudges in the lot. These freaks 
are nothing to make a fuss over, 
but it gives one something to 
look over in a field rather limited 
as far as errors go.” 

And why don’t Buro collectors 
date their want lists? Selah! 

Not just a business appeal. They 
send around hundreds of want 
lists in exchanging with fellow col- 
lectors and 99% are undated. 


THOSE “TOM THUMB” J’S 





That seems to be a good name 
for those small J’s that have shown 
up on the Newark, New Jersey, 
Bureau Precancels. Lauren Tremp- 
er of Philadelphia dubs them thus 
and it is a fitting name. 

Mr. Tremper gains the distinc- 
tion of finding the first perf 10 va- 
riety in this stamp and submits a 
copy of the 8c stamp to prove it. 
This stamp also shows the sheet 
margin at top. At the same time 
Mr. Tremper submits also a 2c 
compound perforation which now 
gives us the 2c, 5c, 7c, 10c, com- 
pound perf. varieties as well as the 


8c perf. 10. Who will find the 
other values of this interesting 
stamp? 


A 2c compound perf. variety on 
an envelope, used for first class 
mail also comes from Mr. Tremper 
who states that the use of this 
stamp in this manner doubtless ac- 
counts for its scarcity.

were cancelled on the covers, on 
the U. S. Ship ZANE, thus ad- 
ding an interesting touch to the 
cover. The Zane is known as “De- 
stroyer No. 337”, “named in mem- 
ory of Major Randolph T. Zane, 
U. S. Marine Corps. Born in Phil- 
adelphia, Aug. 12, 1887; died from 
wounds he received in action with 
the Sixth Regiment in France. He 
was awarded the _ distinguished 
Service Cross for conspicuous 
bravery and coolness, in holding 
the town of Bouresches, June 7th, 
1918, where he successfully resist- 
ed a heavy attack by machine guns 
and infantry. He died later from 
wounds received in this engage- 
ment.” 


CORRECTING A CONTRIBUTOR 


April 15, 1930 


Mr. Geo. W. Linn 
Dear Mr. Linn: 


In regard to the two spacings of 
Minneapolis B-11 coils reported by 
Mr. W. C. Black on Page 384 of 
April 12 “Stamp News” just at 
hand believe that he has read his 
millimetre scale wrong, for cer- 
tainly there can be no spacings of 
22 or 23 mm. when the printed 
impression of the stamps them- 
selves is but 22 mm. tall! 

However, he is right in his dis- 
covery that there are two distinct 
spacings of the horizontal lines; 
the narrower distance between 
lines being 12%2 mm. (not 22 mm. 
as he states) and the wider dis- 
tance is 134% mm. (not 23 mm. as 
he states). This wider spacing is 
the same as that found on the 
“ordinary stamps” which come in 
sheet form; but which he calls “flat 
plates”. I am quite sure he will 
admit that from the very nature of 
the rotary press process there can 
be no “fiat plates”; as both over- 
prints for coils or sheets are from 
curved plates. 

I have, in addition to the items he 
mentions in the two spacings, the 
1%e coil in the wider spacing. This 
makes both the 1c and 1%c coils 
known in the two spacings. 

I think the illustrated New Issue 
column is a fine thing and very 
helpful in keeping up to date. 
Thanks for the way you have 
handled my “Bureau varieties”; it 
seems to have stirred up quite a 
lot of interest. Hoover is writing 
up some more of them.

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More Air Mail Pilots 


By George A. 
Director, American 


I think I have struck the right 
key-note in writing these articles 
regarding Air Mail Pilots, as I can- 
not at this time number the several 
hundred requests that have been 
sent to me by air mail cover col- 
lectors throughout the United 
States, and if time permits I will 
see that I will write many more. 

My pilots for this time are from 
two different Contract Air Mail 
routes, and I am sure there are 
several collectors who have covers 
that these pilots have carried. 

The first pilot that I will men- 
tion, is Lieutenant Chadwick B. 
Smith, Chief Pilot for the North- 
west Airways, Inc., C. A. M. 9, 
and I shall endeavor to pass on to 
my readers a bit of history re- 
garding “Chad”, as he is quite 
known to others. 

He was born and reared in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., and spent 1923 and 
1924 at the Army Air Schools at 
Brooks and Kelly Field, Texas, the 
most advanced the army offers, 
graduating as a second lieutenant 
and ranking second in his class 
with an average of 90.17%. His 
instructor was Captain C. F. Wool- 
sey, noted flier, who was killed in 
Buenos Aires while on a goodwill 
tour last year. 

On his return from Texas, Chad 
entered the University of Minne- 
sota and in 1926 obtained his li- 
cense as an assistant pharmacist, 
a position he was holding when 
“Speed” Holman convinced him his 
wings were needed to develop com- 
mercial aviation. 

That was in July, 1917, the year 
which brings Lieutenant Smith to 
the most and highest and fastest 
period in his career. To be concise; 
the same month in which he be- 
came associated with the North- 
west Airways, Inc. he set an alti- 
tude record for the 109th Aero 
Squadron—in which, by the way, 
he now holds a First Lieutenant’s 
Commission—by flying a Curtis 
plane 22,017 feet into the sky. The 
record still stands. 


In November, 1927, he clipped 
the airmail running time between 
LaCrosse and Milwaukee, 193 
miles, to 72 minutes. Four days 
less than a year later he averaged 
nearly 170 miles an hour in flying 
a tri-motored plane carrying six 
passengers from St. Paul to Chi- 
cago, 350 miles in the record time 
of 132 minutes, sixteen minutes 
faster than previous mark. 

Now for the mosts. Smith’s log 
shows the most round trips be- 
tween the Twin Cities and Chicago 
of any Northwest Airways pilot, 
229 in a little more than two years. 


Zimmerman 
Air Mail Society 


He holds the world’s record for 
the number of flying hours in 1928, 
1173 hours and 15 minutes; more 
than twenty hours better than any 
pilot on record, Fred Kelly of 
Western Air Express being his 
nearest competitor. 

“Chad” Smith, by the way is one 
of the Smith brothers, no not of the 
cough drop family, of Northwest 
Airways. His twin brothers, Lee 
and Leslie, also are pilots—Lee on 
the night air mail run. His sister 
known professionally as Gladys 
Roy, was one of the best known 
women wing walkers and aeroplane 
acrobats in the country, holding 
world records for low and high 
parachute jumps, before she was 
killed when she stepped into a 
whirling propellor while posing for 
a picture. 

Lieutenant Smith is married, has 
one son, Chadwick B. Junior, and 
resides in Minneapolis, and I can 
proudly state that his autograph 
reposes on several of my covers, 
besides having an autographed 
photo of him in my collection. 

My next pilot is from the west, 
Jack Walsh as he is called, and a 
dandy nickname is tied to him, 
namely, “Smiling Through”, if this 
name is not to his liking then I 
have another guess, as so far the 
western winds from Texas have 
not broken down the smile that 
features this Western Air Express 
pilot, and everyone at the ports 
cashes in on the smile. As they 
might be peeved when the plane 
is late because of headwinds, but 
when Jack comes up to the spot, 
smiling his smile down out of the 
cockpit, everything mean about him 
or the weather is forgotten. 

Jack Walsh began flying West- 
ern Air Express f-10s at the open- 
ing of the Los Angeles-Kansas 
City line and has been pouring the 
petrol to the tri-motors regularly 
ever since, to the tune of 700 hours. 








Before signing up as a Western 
Air Express pilot he piloted planes 
around Eureka, California, where 
he taught the young how to “stick”. 
Also he barnstormed some, which 
seems an unnecessary item in this 
bit of historical chronicling. 

Kelly Field turned him out with 
wings in 1917. He was of the First 
Aero Squadron and at that time 
there was only one other. 

He was born at Fort Collins, 
Colorado, 35 years ago May 11th. 
He lives in Kansas City. Two girls 
and a boy constitute his family. 

“Just keep poking along, slow 
and steady”, is the way he de- 
scribes his flying experience. But 
sometimes, he admits, he “winds 
her up”, and slips in speeding 
along.

The Postoffice Department an- 
nounced on April 23, that the Graf 
Zeppelin would leave Friedrich- 
shafen on its Pan American trip 
on May 18. Original date for the 
start was May 10. Thus it is an- 





nounced that mail matter can go 
from New York on the Hamburg- 
American Line Steamship, “New 
York” on May 8th and arrive in 
time for making the flight, Address 
your letters as you want them and 
send them under registered cover 
to the postmaster at New York, 
with instructions to send them on 
the Zeppelin Flight. 

Also bear in mind that the last 
lap of the flight from New York 
back to Seville, Spain, and Fried- 
richshafen will take place after the 
big dirigible has gone down to Rio 
and then comes up to the United 
States. It is probable that it will 
be early in June when this last lap 
back to Germany is made. This is 
the part of the journey on which 
the 65c stamps are used on post 
cards and the $1.30 stamps on let- 
ters. 

Watch the newspapers for stor- 
ies of the flight and you can plan 
to have cards and letters on the 
last leg of the trip.
